257. The Covenant, which God made with 
Zrael at Mount Sinai, was not a Covenant 
of Works ; but a Covenant of Grace : It 
was much obſcur d with Clouds, and Sha- 

dows, and Veils; yet much of the Goſpel 
of Chriſt was in it. This was a Covenant of 


_ Promiſes ; and this was the ſame which the 


Apoſtle referred unto, when he faid, to the 
convinced Fews, The Promiſe is to you, and 
zo your Seed ; 1f that had been a Covenant 
of Works; then had Abrabam, and his 
Seed, no Favour from God, by making that 
Covenant with them: for, it was impoſſible 
for them to keep it: or to perform the Con- 
_ ditions of it; and impoſſible for Abraham, or 


any of his Seed, to be juſtified and faved, 


under that Covenant: And it will follow, 
that Abraham, and his Seed, were in much 
worſe Terms than Adam ; for, when God 
made the Covenant with Adam, he was able 
td perform the Conditions of the Covenant: 
But it was impoſſible for Abraham to do 
it; becauſe he was one of Adam's fallen 
Poſterity. Befides, then Abraham, and his 
Seed, were ſaved in a Way, differing from 
what Believers are now ſaved in, under the 

Goſpel-Diſpenſation. But that's contrary to 
| the Scripture, As xv. 11. But we be = 
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that through the Grace of our Eur Jeſus 
Chriſt, wwe ſhall be ſaved, even as they. 


Abraham = not be under two Cove- 
nants, ſpecifically differing, at the ſame Time; 
that would be inconſiſtent, and deſtructive 
one of the other: for, if the firſt Covenant

Moreover, if Abrabam, Moſes, 
and David, &c. were under the Law, as a 
Covenant of Works, then they were under 
the Curſe ; for their coming ſhort of perſo- 
nal, perfect Obedience; for the Law curſeth 
every one, that continueth not in all things 
written in the Book of the Law to do 
them. How then do we read of the Bleſ-

fing of Abraham, coming on the Gentiles ? + 


Again, if Abraham, Moſes, Fc. were under 
the Covenant of Works, then they were 
condemned for want of a Righteouſneſs, e- 
qual to the Demands of the Law ; and then, 
how could they be juſtified at the ſame 
Time ? They could not be condemned: by 
one Covenant, and juſtified by another Co- 
venant, at the ſame Time. Again, if the 
Mount Sinai Covenant was Adam's Cove- 
nant; were the Jews under any Fault, in 
ſeeking Righteouſneſs by the Works of the 
Law ? Again, if the Sinai Covenant was a 


Covenant of Works, then it was a Miniſtra- 


tion of Death; and then it would have been 


needleſs-: tor that was done before, by the 


moral Law, Beſides, then it would not have 
been ordained, by Angels, in the Hand of 
a Mediator ; for Adam's Covenant had no 


Med 
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Mediator. If any were fived under the 8. 
nai Covenant, then it was not a Covenant of 
Works; but Abrabam, Moſes, David, &c. 
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were juftified and ſaved under that Covenant; 


therefore it was not a Covenant of Works; 
but the Covenant of Grace. Again, the 
Covenant at Sinai, had Promiſes of Pardon 
of Sin, to true Penitents: Lev. xxvi. 40. 
And they were taught, under that Diſpenſa- 
tion, that Pardon of Sin was to be obtain'd, 
only, by the Blood of Chriſt's Sacrifice. A- 
gain, if Sinai Covenant was dedicated with 
Blood; then it was not Adam's Covenant. 
And if Circumciſion was a Seal of the Righ- 


- teouſneſs of Faith; then it was not a Seal be 


the Righteouſneſs of Works. But, to con- 
clude; in the Sinai Covenant, God preach'd 
the Goſpel to Abraham, and it is as true, 
that the Goſpel was preach'd to his Seed [im 
all the Types of Chrift] in his Death, for 
their Sins ; and in his waſhing of Souls Rom 
Guilt and Pollution, with his precious Blood; 
and in his entering into the holy Place, to 
make Interceſſion for his People.
